GENERAL STOSSEL’S SENTENCE, ' 

Tho Tsar signed on 17th the report from 
the Military Court gubmitted by the 
Ministor fot War relating to the sentences 
on the generals concerned in the surrender 
of Port Arthur. His Majesty, however, 
commuted the death sentence passed on 
General Stossel to imprisonment: in o 
fortress for teu yenrs, With exclusion from 
nailitery sorvice and Joss ofbis rank. 

DUEL BETWEEN GENERALS. 

‘On the conclusion of the trial of the Port 

Arthur commanders Genoral Fock sent his 
seconds to General Smirnoff on the ground 
of the memorandum written by Geucral 
Smirnoff regarding the sicgo, which Goneral 
Fock convidered os wounding his honour 
.and reputation, General Smirnoff replied 
that he was opposed to the principle of 
“duelling, and: would only fight if onjoined 
to do so by his military superiors, The 
announcement is published that Goneral 
Fock's seconds laid the matter before the 
Chief of the General Stil, who referred 
thom to tho Minister of War, who gave his 
consent. . 

The sensational Fock-Smirnoff duel took 
place on 18th March at St. Petersburg. 
The Commander of the Bodyguard Regi- 
thent placed tho Riding Schocl ‘at: tha 
disposal of thy combatants, and order 
the metlicnl staff of tho regiment to make 
due preparations,

Mh ASQUITH AND THE TWO. 
POWER STANDARD, 


(To the Editor of the “Cra Mam..”) 

- Sin,—We now have Mr Asquith's de- 
claration fully before us. 

In his spoech of March 10 ho said : 

“TI dé not think there iy the faintest 

ference of opinion between us on two 
Points, oue of which may bo said to involye 
the other. : 

“Tho first is that we must maintain the 

unassailable supremacy of this country at 
sea; andthe noxt is that for that Purpose 
the two-Power standard, as it is commonly 
ealled, whother it is a scientific formula or 
not, is quite a practienl and worknblo 
standard. On that there ean be no dif-' 
ference of opinion.” 
- Had theso words been left,unqualitied 
there could have boen no doubt in the 
minds of reasonable mon as to the in. 
teutions of the Government, .But there 
follows 1 qualification which makes the 
result ambignous : 

“Bat wii any way forecasting 
what the ship-bgilding programme for next 
year nay bo, I will say without the faintest 
hexitation that if we find at that time that 
there is a rexsonable probability of the 

programme being carried out in the 
way that the paper figures suggest, wo 
should deem it our duty to provide, and 
wo should provide, not only for o sufficient, 
number of ships, but for such a date of 
lnying, down such ships that at the end of 
1911 tho superiority of Germany which the 
tight hon. yentleman foreshadows would 
not be an actual fact.” . 
Is this an addition to the two-Power 


‘| standard, or an interpretation.or an altor- 


native ? 

We will ussumo, howover, that.it is ouly 
an example of the manner in which the 
standard, remaining in fill forces, is to be 
applied in present circumstances,’ and 
accept the wssurance provisionally. 

Still, its renl effect is mado dependent 
onthe unknown factor of next year's 
Estimates. 

A heavy burden is doltborately thrown 
over to next year. Will the Government 
stand firm, when the time comes, in facing 
the responsibility of adoquate preparation 
at a cost which will be oxtraordinary, and 
appear to tho genoral public more extra- 
ordinnty tin. it is? Will there not. be 
temptation to eut down all oxponses that 
.cin be koptout of aight to the minimum 
compatible with safety or ever lower ?
